ENTHUSIASTS URGE 
ROAD PROJECTS TO 
C0STROOO4IOO 

Representatives of Maaj 
Countiea^ Appear Befwe 
nfthway Goouniasion. 

Prnnkfort, Ky., April 10.— Projects, 
involving the exiiendlture of more 
than $2,000,000 were urged upon the 
State Highway Commission today by 
delegates from Crittenden, Uvingston; 
Caldwell, Henry, -ObrMian, Oarter, 
Pike, Floyd, Johnson and ^lAwrenoe 
counties. 

With approximately $500,000 neces- 
sary for the annual increment due 
counties for advancements made under 
the old State aid law and a similar 
amount for the maintenance of nearly 
400 miles of the pnniary system taken 
over by tbe State, counting obligations 
In contracts under construction. It is

Floyd. 

Delegations from Lawrence, John-' 
son, Floyd and Pike counties are aak- 

ing for the grading of the Mayo Trail, 
IMirt of which is under contract Work 
is under way in Lawrence toward the 
Boyd line and local funds are ready 
for construction from Louisa through 
Lawrence and Johnson to Floyd. Floyd 
today offered to turn over" to the com- 
mission 8100,000 to be spent on the 
trail in that^ county, which proposal 
was accepted.
